‘These cent-a-miléexcursions on the 
railways are popular and probably they 
pay. At least, they induce many people to 
travel by railway, . although they: have 
become used to travelling almost alto- 
gether by car and have forgotten that rail 
travel still has advantages. The most 
popular of these excursions are the ones 
to Toronto and many small-town dwellers 
have been taking them regularly. And all 
kinds of stories might-be told about them. 

For instance, the Walkerton Herald- 
‘Times tells of an old man living retired in 
that town who decided to make the trip to 
Toronto, though he had not been there 
for twenty (or was it thirly years. The new 

«station amazed him, but when he got out 
and tried to cross the corners near the 
station, the heavy traffic scared him. So 
what did he do? He went back to the sta- 
tion and spent the rest of the day in the 
building, returning home, tired out, on 
the afternoon train. 

Up in Ghesley, the station agent thinks 
many of the people have suddenly discoy- 
ered long-lost relatives in Agincourt. 
Some of the excursions are not to Toronto 
but to stations e: of that city, and on 
suoh excursions. the lickets are good for a 
day longer (Friday to Monday). As a re- 
sult there is an unprecedented demand 
for tickets to Agincourt, the first station 
east of Toronto for which tickets are good. 
It is suspected, hwever, that most of these 
travellers never get beyond Toronto. Tho 
tickets cost them thitty cents. more but 
they're good for an extra day, and they are 
far, far cheaper than the regular faro 
from Chesley. However, the officials are 
catching on. Last week, there was another 
evxcursion to points east of Toronto, but 
the nearest one was sixty cents east of the 
metropolis—Fergus News-Record.

Few “business barometers" exist which 
more accurately indicate changes either.

stationary demand for the thousand-and- 
one things that» get themselves carried 
over railways, whether bound eventually 
to the nearest distributor and consumer or 
half way around ‘the world. 

One of the most depressing things about 
the last few years has been the disappoint- 
ing behaviour of car-loadings in Canada 
as indicating the eagerly-awaited signs of 
better business. The definite upswing that 
js now taking place is therefore very 
welcome.

MIDWINTER DUST STORMS - 


Agricultural areas in many of the 


. middle western United’States have just 


experienced an unusual outbreak of the 
elements, in the form of a tornado 
carrying snow and dust at the same time. 
It was particularly severe in Oklahoma, 
“Kansas, Nebraska, Colorado and Wyoming, 
continuing on into Texas. Fe, 
Reports of this midwinter climatic dis- 
turbance, indicate that the wind at several 
places attained a velocity of sixty miles an 
hour and carried dust in such quantities 
that it was almost pitch dark at noon, and 
artificial lights had to be utilized on the 
streets and in the houses. tn some places 
dust drifts were three feet high and the 
mixture of snow and sand was not only 
unendurable, by those exposed fo it out- 
side, but there was a certain amount of 
penetration into building, 
‘one’of the most distr:

For, undoubtedly, there has been some 
recession of business confidence in the 
United States during the past year. 
Furthermore, the NRA is involved, today, 
in all sorts -of difficulties, ‘inetuding 
adverse court judgments. Again, Roose 
volt has lost the absolute command he 
formerly had over Congress, and bas 
suffered some notable reverses at its hands. 
Tho Senate has ‘gone radical” now, and 
threatens to outdeal the New Deal All 
sorts of wild-cat inflationary schemes for 
robbing the public till are on foot im the 
present Congress, and it is profoundly te 

e hoped that Roosevelt will regain his 
ascendency. He remains, as ever, the 
bulwark against the cruder types of 
Utopian scheming.

‘The Parliamentary Housing Committeo 
al Ottawa is at present hearing some 
interesting evidence regarding - housing 
schemes of the days immediately following 
the war. The Ontario Housing Act of 1919 
as it affected Ottawa was explained the 
other day by Mr. G. P. Gordon, finance 
Commissioner of the city. He dwelt 
particularly on the scheme at Lindenlea, 
Psuburb of the city, and his testimony 
showed that the vesture had been a costly 
one for the taxpayers. Many of the houses, 
he testified, hed been poorly built, with 
subsequent dissatisfaction to purchasers. 
Ottawa had to make a debenture issue to 
carry out its undertakings which resulted 
in an annual tax levy ‘of $3,640 untl 1942, 
From 1019 to 1984, testified Mr. Gordon, 
the ratepayers - of Ottawa had td raise 
$332,500 to assist the scheme.

GOLDEN STOOL OF ASHANTI. Bel 
you don't know where Ashan is. Get 
your map of Africa and sec if it is not on 
ihe West Const. Ashanti brings before the 
mind's eye visions of fierce and savage 
iefs of ebony hve, plentifully bedecked 
h paint and feathers and swinging 
is—the warlike African 
tribe which-has given Great Britain more 
or less trouble in the past. A despatch to 
the London/Times describes an interesting 
‘ceremony tecently performed at Kumasi 
in Ashantiland when the ancient office of 
Asantehene, or head of the Ashanti’ Con~ 
federacy, with its symbol ‘The Golden 
Stool”, fo the Ashanti people. Sir Arnold 
Hudson, Governor of the Gold Coast, on 
behalf of His Majesty the King, presided 
at the-ceremony and formally presented 
the Golden Stool and designated Prempeh, 
nephew of Prempeh 1, as the first Ashan~ 
tehene under the British Government. At 
Kumasi’ 38 head chiefs and 350 sub- 
chiefs, under about $00: variegated 
umbrellas, assembled, and the 
attendance was in excess of 50,000. A 
company of the Royal West’ African 
Force was present and a salute of 17 guns 
was fired as the Governor arrived. ‘The 
proceedings as reported by the corres- 
nondent .of The London Times is 
interestingly told as follows: 

‘After Inspecting — the 
Governor, accompanied by the Chief 
Commissioner and oth@rs, and followed 
by a Inrge blue and gold uthbrella, visited 
the Chiefs; drums meanwhile beating. 
The Chiefs returnedithe visit in procession 
before the Governor's stand which lasted 
an hour and twenly minutes. 

Afler the Golden Stgol, which is saddle 
shaped and of dull reddish gold, had been 
carried round, Prempeh read an addgess 
Hediteh the. Governor. rephed. 
announcing that the King had designated 
Prempeh the first Asantehene under the 
British Government. 

‘Then Prempeh I, having taken the’vath 
of allegiance, passed in procession before 
the Governor, the Queen-Mother chantin, 
according to ancient custom. Next 
Prompeh I danced a war dance, and the 
ceremony ended with the whole of the open 
space filled wilh wi nthusiastic 
dancers shouting war and beating

‘At the end of the seventeenth century 
Ashanti Confederacy was founded, 
with Kumasi as the capital. Ever since 
that time the Golden Stool has been 
accepted as the symbol of the soul of the 
Ashanti nation. Unfortunate incidents led 
to the invasion of Ashanti: by a British 
force under Sir Garnet Wolseley in 187:

He 
showed that from 470 to 475 millions of 
dollars were brought into Canada from 
tourist business.

‘The waste in paper in publishing such 
works, in metal plates ‘and in rich bindings 
rins the value of the “fire” up to the half 
million mark, Many of the books destroyed 
were beautifully bound in fine leather and 
several hundred copies of one suppressed 
edition had been sold for as much as one 
hundred dollars apiece. Most of the books 
were priced at $5 to $25 each. Some had 
considerable sales. 

‘The clean-up was quietly conducted 
for “under-the-counter” books and a 
number of arrests were made during the

‘The importance of the find of porcelain 
archives written in Hebrew in Palestine 
between Dan and Beersheba cannot be 
overestimated, say Oriental scholars.

The Prince of Wales, visiting Austria 
incognito, was reported recently as 
suffer ‘some annoyance from curious 
crowds in Vienna, to the extent that he 
was unable to continue shopping, and the 
goverment had to issue a warning to the 
public, Hungary, which he visiled later, 
was oqually excited, it seems, but 
according {o a ‘Budapest » newspaper 
received” in this office, “the peoplo 
restrained themselves nobly.

It is explained, 
however, that the Hungarian authorities 
“made full arrangements to protect the 
enthusiastically expected guest's stay in 
every possible manner from the trouble- 
some curiosity and inconvenient tokens of 
oyermuch affection which’ are so difficult 
fo fend off from the person of the Prince 
in every part of the world.” 

‘The Princ’ who arrived on February 
20, registered at the Danube Palace Hotel 
as the Earl of Chester. The hotel has a so- 
called royal suite which recently was 
occupied by the King of Siam ond 12 
rooms of this suite were opened for the 
Prince and his followers. The whole 
second floor was closed to outsiders. The 
newspaper records that “since the Prince 
and his following had already dined on the 
train, only sandwiches and beer were 
served to them in their rooms.” “ /

TO RECAPTURE RAIL TRAFFIC 


Railways in the United States are 
asking Congress to place water transpor- 
tation, inland and coastal, under federal 
regulation as to ates; {o regulate the’ 
rales of highway transportation upon a 
basis similar to that upon which railway 
rates are regulated and also to modify 
provisions of the Interstate Commerce Act 
applicable to long and short hauls. 
Neither in Canada nor in the. United 
States have the railways ever sought more 
than an even chance with the motor truck 
and the motor bus, It. is common 
knowledge that they have not had any 





- such fair chance. Not only are the highway 


services exempt from'the regulation and - 
restrictions under which the railways are 
compelled to operate, but they are in the 
advantageous position of being able to pick 
the best traffic, that is to say, the most 
profitable, that is offering. This competi- 
tion, too, has been keenest in short-haul 
business. In other words, the motor truck 
and other unregulated transportation 
services have been able to take the cream 
of the railroad traffic. Correction of this 
condition is long overdue, butit seems 
now probable. The’ public are 
commencing to realize that they cannot 
do without the railways, this being trne 
particularly of the farmer, and that tho 
railways cannot go on rendering service at 
s. The action of Congress will be 
ited with interest. It might be 
confidence but for the*fact 
that Congress does not always place 
justice above politics, being in this respect 
similar to the House of Commons at 
Ottawa.—Montreal Gazette.

THE LARGEST TELESCOPE 
British Empire will be the boast of Canada 
shortly and it will be situated in an 
observatory at Richmond Hill, north of 
Toronto, in a 477-acre park. This is being 
presented to Canada by Mrs. D. A. Dunlap, 
as a memorial to her late husband, D. A. 
Dunlap, prominent mining man, associated 

ith the Timmins Brothers inthe Larose 
silver mine at Cobalt, the Hollinger in 











Porcupine, and other properties. Mr. 
Dunlap was a lawyer practi in 
Mattawa, and became associated with the . 


Timmins brothers, storekeepers at 
Mattawa, in mining ‘matters when silver 
was discovered at Cobalt. The Larose mine 
made the Mattawa men rich and then they 
moved on to Porcupine and the Hollinger 
mine and town of Timmins resulted. Tho 
Dunlap Memorial Observatory will be 
surmounted With a huge steel dome within 
which will be located the telescope with 
a 74-inch reflector, the entire assembly 
weighing about fifly tons. The steel dome 
is sixty-one feet in diameter with a 
parallel opening fifteen feet wide. 
Mechanism is provided to move the 
lelescope at will. The entire construction 
and equipment is under the supervision 
of Prof. C. Chant, head of’ tho 
Astronomy Depariment of the Universily 
of Toronto.

Democracy is -not 
merely polilical. It is an outlook on life. 
It rests on faith in man, in humanity and 
in human nature. Its enemies say that 
there is no such thing as equality. In the 
sanse (hut (here areimmorel and intellectual 
differences that is true. But intellectual 
superiority and streigth of will do not 
give any man the right to lord it over his 
fellows. On this point President Masaryk 
says 

Tknow that people are not equal, 
Nowhere on earth, neither amongst 
eoples nor in nature is there equalily, 
Tero is variation. This natural variation 
has to be organized through division 
of work ‘and through a hierarchy of 
functions, No organization of people is 
jossible without superiors as to 
jufictions and subordinates, But it is all 
of'it.a matter of organization, and not of 


























privilege. Not any aristacratio 
governing, but mutual — service. 
Democracy not rulers, 


needs leaders, 

Aristacracy says, I am the’ master, you 
the servant, or slave. Democracy’ says, 
Tamamasler, you area master. The 
democratic ideal is not merely political. 
It is also social and economical. Dem- 
ocracy from the social point of view 
means an overcoming of the degradation 
of poverly. A ‘democracy Woes not 
permit duals or classes to exploit 
heir fellow-cilizens. In democracy man 
must not serve man as an instrument. 

It is true that in countries under 
dictatorship, aristocracy in the old sense 
has heen abolished along with monarchy. 
There is no longerfixed superior

“Speaking of the new tax the Montreal 
Star‘comments: 

“The new tax reduces the income tax 
exemplion allowed for depletion. Hitherto 
a man who received an‘incomé of $1,000 
ayear from gold mine dividends only paid 
income tax-upon $500 of this, The reason 
‘of course, for-this exemption lies in the 
faot that extracting metal from a mine is 


~ held to reduce the:value of the mine and so 


to outiinto the shareholders’ capital. It is 
therefore regarded as unfair to tax mining. 
dividends if they represented income 


* : alone.’ Under the Dominion’s new system 


the shareholders of a gold mine will 


-receive exemption for depletion of only . 


20)per cent of the dividends. The man who 
draws $4,000 in gold mine dividends will 
now. pay income tax upon $800. of this. 
Similarly the’ mining company itself, 
which hitherto was allowed a depletion 
allowance of 50 per cent, will find this 
now cut to 33 4-3 per cent. 

“In general, the new system bears down 
more equitably upon the mines and should 
be salsfactory the mining companies, We 
have yet to.bo assured just how much 
revenue it is estimated to raise, Certainly 
with the experience of South Africa before 
them, the. mining” companies cannot 
complain too loudly.

HITLER'S FLAIR FOR PUBLICITY is in 
Keeping with the best traditions of those 
who have atlained prominence and in 
some cases high position by being ablo 
to say and do things which found promin 
ence on the Front Page of the newspapers 
of the world. Hitler's every move is a 
picture of something he wants to happen 
to himself, something good for Hitler, and 
as the old song goes, “every little move- 
ment has a meaning all its own.” Germany 
has never had much respect for treaties, 
the most glaring example of which was 
the tearing up of that scrap of paper which 
guaranteed Belgium from invasion, Tho 

‘reaty-of Versailles has been torn bit by 
Bit by: Germany -until it was only o 
shadow of’its robust young: self when it 
emerged first. 'from'the great Hall of 
Mirrors to remind Germany that it redlly 
had not won.the war, and that theré were 
some damages to pay for bombing church- 
es, hospital ships, sinking passenger and 
freight ships, preferably ‘without trace” 
and for the ‘privilege of playing with 
poison’ gas, liquid fire-and other new and 
nasty quirks in‘the game of war seen for 
tho first time on any stage.
